But am inclined to think, that the chief Deſign 
of the Eſtabliſhment is to rectify the Heart, in- 
form the Mind, and promote the Moral and Social 


Virtues of Humanity, Decency, and good Order, 


as much as -poſſible in the World; and ſome of 


the Emblems of the Free-Maſons confirms this 


Opunian, ſuch as the Compals, Rule, Square, &c. 
In all Countries where Maſonry is practiſed, or 
eſtabliſhed at this Time, there is a Grand Maſter; 
but formerly there was only One Grand Maſter, 


and he was an Engliſhman, The Perſon on whom 


this Dignity or Title is beſtowed, ſuch as the pre- 


ſent Waſbington Shirley, Lord Ferrers, governs all 


the Lodges in Great Britain, and has the Authority 
or Power of delivering the Conſtitutions and Laws 
of the Society to the Maſters who preſide over the 


| ſubordinate Aſſemblies; which Conſtitutions muſt 
B always 
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Order. —The Grand Maſter can alſo hold a Meet- 
ing or Lodge as often as he thinks proper, which is 


generally the ſecond Saturday in every Month in 


the Summer; but oftener in the Winter. 


The other Lodges meet regularly twice a Month 


in the Winter Half. Year, and once a Month in 
the Summer; and the Members of each Lodge 
pay Quarterly, from 3s. 6d. to gs. into the Hands 


of the Treaſurer; and this generally defrays the 
Expences of their Meetings, ; 


There are alſo Quarterly Communications, or 


always be ſigned by the Secretary-General of the 


Meetings, held, at which are preſent the Maſ- 


ter and Wardens of every Regular Conſtitution 
in London, and the adjacent Parts, where the ſe- 


veral Lodges ſend, by the ſaid Wardens, different 


Sums of Money to be paid into the Hands of the 


Treaſurer-General, and appropriated to ſuch chari- 


table Uſes as the Grand Maſter, and the Maſters 


of the different Lodges under him, think proper ; 


but theſe Charities are chiefly confined to Ma- 
ſons only. Such as have good Recommendations 
as to their Behaviour and Character, will be aſſiſt- 
ed with Five, Ten, or Twenty Pounds; and leſs 
Suma are diſtributed to the indigent Brethren, in 
Proportion to their Wants, and the Number of 
Tears they have been Members. At theſe Quar- 
terly Communications, large Sums are likewiſe 
ſent from Lodges in the moſt remote Parts ef the 
World, viz. in the Eaſt and Weſt Indies, and Ac- 
counts tranſmitted of the Growth of Maſonry : 
there. The State of the Funds of the Society are 
. likewiſe communicated to the Company; and the 
Some of the Brethren who have received Benefactions, 
have nobly and generouſly returned the Obligation: As for 
Inſtance ; two Gentlemen ſettled at Calcutta in the Eaſt- 
Indies, having met with Succeſs in their Buſineſs, ſent as a a 
Preſent two Bank Notes, of 50 J. each, to the Quarterly 
Meeting held at the Devil Tavern, Temple-Bar, laſt February. | 
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Piliberations of the Meeting taken down by the 
Secretary, who lays them before the Grand Maſter 
at the Yearly Meeting. 

The Number . of Members which compoſe. A 


Lodge is indeterminate; but it is not a Lodge, 


except there are preſent One Maſter, three Fel- 
low-Crafts, and two Apprentices. 

When a Lodge is met, there are two principal | 
Officers under the Maſter, called Senior and Ju- 
nior Wardens; whoſe Buſineſs is to ſee the Laws 
of the Society ſtrictly adhered to, and the Word of 
Command given by the Grand Maſter, regularly 
followed. 

It muſt be remarked, that the Authority ofa 
Maſter, though Chief of the Lodge, reaches no far- 
ther than he is himſelf an Obſerver of the Laws; 
ſhould he infringe them, the Brethren never fail 
to cenſure him; and if this has no Effect, they 


have a Power of depoſing him, on appealing, to 
the Grand Maſter, and giving their Reaſons for 


it: But they ſeldom proceed to this Extremity, 
As no doubt the Reader chuſes to be ey 6 ac-

ters in other Countries, and receive the Wages or 
Profits of Maſters; but before they could accom- 
pliſh their Scheme, twelve of them recanted; the 
other three were obſtinate, and determined to have 
it by Force, if no other way could be found; their 
Names were Fubela, Fubelo and Jubelum. | | 
« It being always the Cuſtom of Hiram at 
Twelve at Noon, as ſoon as the Men were called 
off to refreſh themſelves, to go into the Sanfum 
Sanforum, or Holy of Holies, to pay his Devo- 
tion to the true and living God, the three Aſſaſſins 
above-mentioned placed themſelves at the Eaſt, 
Weſt, and South Doors of the Temple. At the 
North there was no Entrance, becauſe the Rays 
* the Sun never darts from that Point. 
Hiram having finiſhed his Prayer to the Lord, 
came to the Faſt Door, which he found guarded 
by Fubela, who demanded the Maſter s Grip in a 
reſolute Manner; he received for Anſwer from 
Hiram, that it was not cuſtomary to aſk it in ſuch 
a Strain; that he himſelf did not receive it ſo; ad- 
ding, that he muſt wait, and Time and Patience 
would bring it about. He told him farther, that 
it was not in his Power alone to reveal it, except 
in the Preſcnce of Solomon King of Iſrael, and 
Hiram King of Tyre. Fubela being diſſatisfied with 
this Anſwer,” ſtruck him acroſs the Throat with a 
twenty-four Inch Gauge. Hiram upon this Uſage 
Flew to the South Door of the Temple, where he 
was met by Jubelo, who aſked him the Maſter's 
Grip and Word in like Manner as Jubela had be- 
fore done; and on receiving the ſame Anſwer from

his Maſter, he gave him a violent Blow with a 
Square upon his Left Breaſt, which made him reel. 
Upon recovering his Strength, he ran to the Weſt 
Door, the only way left him of eſcaping; and on 
being interrogated in the ſame Manner by Jubelum, 
who guarded that Paſſage (to whom he replied as 
at firſt) he received a terrible Fracture upon his 
Head * with a Gavel or Setting Maul, which occa- 
ſioned his Death. After this they carried the Body 


When you come to this Part of the Ceremony of making 
a Maſter, it occaſions ſome Surprize ; the Junior Warden 
ſtrikes you with a twenty-four Inch Gauge acroſs your Throat; 
the Senior Warden follows the Blow, by ftriking you with a 
Square on the Left Breaſt ; and almoſt at the ſame Inſtant the 
Maſter knocks you down with the Gavel. This is the Cuſ- 
tom in moſt Lodges; and it requires no ſmall Share of Cou- 
rage, for the Blows are frequently ſo ſevere, that the poor 
Candidate falls backward on the Floor; and the greater his 
Terror at this Uſage, the more the Brethren are elevated. 
This Cuſtom favours too much of Barbarity ; and many In- 
ſtances can be produced, of Perſons in this Situation, who 
have requeſted on their Knees to be ſet at Liberty, and others 
who have made their Eſcape as faſt' as poſſible out of the 
Lodge. The French and Natives of Swri/er/and have a more 
ftriking and ſolemn Way of repreſenting the Death of Hiram.
